Gambs et al. and Spindler et al. asymmetric phosphine substituted ferrocene complexes 
in which substitutent Q has formula -CH(R^)P(R^)(R'° ). Complexes of instant claims do not 
include this class of compound. 

In conclusion, cited references do not teach the claimed invention. 

Additional references in the accompanying PTO-892 have been cited to show the state of 
the art with respect to asymmetric phosphine substituted ferrocene complexes. While these 
references disclose structurally relevant complexes, none discloses complexes of instant claims. 

Bieler, N. H., "Asymmetrische Hydroaminierung von Olefinen mit Iridium(l)- 
Diphosphin-Komplexen." Ph.D. dissertation, ETH Zurich, May 2000, page 29, discloses 
compound L-15, shown below. Compound L-15 does not meet structural requisites of 
complexes of instant claims because claimed complexes do not contain group Q in which R^ and 
R^° are linked to form a ring structure.
